THE SAINT WAS WRONG 
We doubt if St. Swithin had any­ 
thing to say about it, but whoever 
dream ed up his Day on July 15 and 
said rain on that date meant rain 
for the next forty days was all 
wet. 
Rain came last Saturday and 
for the first time this sum m er it 
was welcome. 
We actually needed 
it. 
Since the cloudburst of July 26, 
water from above had been very 
much 
lacking. 
Any soil with a 
gravel content was 
exceptionally 
dry. 
Most of the cloudburst waters 
did not stay. 
They ran off to the 
ocean without soaking a grain of 
sand. 
When rains cam e last week end 
the most unhappy ones were those 
out for pleasure and relaxation. The 
man close to the soil was happy 
about it. 
However, we have had so much 
trouble with rain this year, and 
have seen so much water that any 
show of moisture m akes most of 
us a bite blue, if not soaking wet. 
But we have much to learn from 
these experiences. 
• 
Twice we have had heavy rains 
and the Conewango creek has moved 
to flood stage. 
We want those who 
blame the creek for our heavy floods 
to notice this. 
The river has not 
flooded. 
It hasn't even made a 
motion that way. 
We were amused by one news­ 
man who reported as news the fact 
that the river had gone up three 
inches in two days. 
Obviously 
our news departments finally have 
become sensitive to the river and 
its fluctuations. 
But what was m ost important 
about his 
announcement was the 
actions 
of the Conewango creek 
which was moving to flood stage 
while the river was risin g inches. 
Obviously the creek did not budge 
the bigger stream very much. C er­ 
tainly its own flood caused no flood 
in the Allegheny. 
This has happened twice this sum­ 
m er and should be noted by those 
who constantly contend that a dam 
on the Conewango would stop the 
Allegheny from going berserk. The 
water from the Conewango is no 
help when we have Allegheny prob­ 
lem s, but it is not the basic cause 
of those problems.

We believe that under these c ir­ 
cum stances you would pledge that 
much just to assu re an education 
for your children. 
We have a great nation, chopped 
up into states, counties, and towns, 
each with its part to play, and each 
with its part costing money. Every 
bit of it costs money. 
Ask the 
parent who lost a son in one of our 
recent w ars if money is a sm all 
price to pay for freedom .

Route 6 Traffic Hazard 
To Be Relieved In 1957 


By Lewis Crippen 


Warren County residents who have 
been stirred up recently over the 
future status of its main vehicular 
artery, Route 6, can take some con­ 
solation in the fact that the Public- 
Utility 
Commission has ordered 
construction of cement walls on the 
overhead near Youngsville. 
The 
Department of Highways must meet 
the provisions of the order before 
July I, 1957. 
It cost several lives and the active 
interest of many citizens before the 
state was sufficiently aroused to 
investigate the lack of safety pro­ 
visions on the most travelled high­ 
way in the county. 
When Mr. and 
Mrs. H. D. Haupin, of C orry, plunged 
to the tracks after breaking through 
the flimsy railing the county Granges 
took up the insistent cry for better 
protection. Their C hristm as, 1953, 
tragic deaths caused an uproar which 
could not be ignored even in clam or- 
proof Harrisburg. 
In April, 1955, the Public Utility 
Commission instituted an investi­ 
gation of the bridge under provisions 
of the Public Utility Law. They were 
to determine if the bridge was unsafe 
for vehicular traffic. 
A hearing was called on August 2, 
1955, and as a result, the commis­ 
sion ordered the Department of 
Highways to prepare and submit for 
examination by interested parties a 
complete and general construction 
plan showing reconstruction of the 
curbing and railings on each side 
of the roadbed on the existing cross­ 
ing and the estimated costs for mak­ 
ing the improvement. The order was 
presented to the Highway Depart­ 
ment on December 5, 1955 and they 
ran up $263.53 in engineering costs 
determining that the bridge’s sub­ 
structure and superstructure could 
hold the additional weight caused by 
the proposed walls and making draw­ 
ings of the suggestions. 
On April 27, 1956, the Commis­ 
sion held a hearing in the Warren 
County Courthouse to present the 
plans to interested parties. It was 
disclosed 
by witnesses that the 
bridge had been built under the 
Public Service Commission’s order 
of September 25, 1922 which was 
later amended by an order of Jan­ 
uary 8, 1934. Since the bridge is on 
Route 6, a prim ary highway cross­ 
ing the entire northerly section of 
the Commonwealth, the traffic aver­ 
ages 4,275 vehicles per day. 
The 
Pennsylvania Railroad track has 
twelve freights and two passenger 
trains daily. The New York Central 
has two freights going under the 
bridge each day. 
Witnesses at the hearing reported 
that the railings were not adequate 
to protect the traffic and that the 
bridge was particularly dangerous 
when wet or icy. 
The Highway 
Department reported that the curb­ 
ings and metal railings are in de­ 
teriorated condition and that adding 
layers* of blacktop had cut down the 
height of the curbs. 
NO COM­ 
PLAINTS were heard which ques­ 
tioned the adequacy of the bridge 
or that the substructure or super­ 
structure needed alterations. 
The Department of Highways es­ 
timated that the construction costs

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would total $7,620.80 plus the en 
gineering expenses. 
Following the hearing, the Public 
Utility Commission released the 
following eight-point order: 
(I) 
The plans of the highway depart­ 
ment are accepted and the work is 
to begin. 
(2) Department of High­ 
ways is to furnish the m aterials 
and labor and maintain the walls 
after the work has been completed. 
The latter portion is a change — 
the amendment of 1934 required 
that 
the 
railroads maintain the 
superstructure of the bridge ex­ 
clusive of the roadway which was 
the Department's responsibility. (3) 
PRR and NYC to maintain their 
own flagmen or watchmen to protect 
their own operations during the con­ 
struction period. (4) The work must 
be completed by July I, 1957. (5) 
Cooperation must be maintained be­ 
tween Department and railroads so 
that rail traffic can continue during 
time 'of construction. 
(6) Depart­ 
ment of Highways to accept re­ 
sponsibility for possible damages 
to private property. 
(7) Pennsyl­ 
vania Railroad to pay $1,200 for its 
share of the construction costs 
(8) New York Central to pay $1,200 
for its share of the construction 
costs. 
No one will agree that the im­ 
provements, completely eliminate 
the traffic hazard. 
On the other 
hand, all will agree that the de­ 
cision of the Public Utility Com­ 
mission is better than no action at 
all. 
Lives, no doubt, will be saved 
but surely the two walls over the 
bridge will not encourage travel­ 
ers to risk Route 6 through Warren 
County. 
With a widening and resurfacing 
program between the Lily Pond 
crossing and the next overhead, 
and improvements to the Youngs­ 
ville overhead, it seems that the 
longed-for relocation of Route 6 
between Warren and Youngsville 
is being pushed further into the 
dim future. 
What shall we do 
about Route 6? 
It seems reason­ 
able that we should stop spending 
money on temporary alleviations of 
hazards and build a road that will 
side-step all the hazards and en­ 
courage Warren County traffic. 
How long will it take by piece­ 
meal action to eliminate the dan­ 
gerous F&N crossing at the wes­ 
tern boundary of W arren, do away 
with the S-crossing at the Lily 
Pond, make the overheads safe for

The Public

improvement. Is it the final answer 
in relieving the traffic hazard? 


modern 50-m iles-per-hour traffic, 
widen the Irvine bridge, eliminate 
the crossing and sharp curve in 
Irvine? 
One thorough job of re­ 
location will make Warren County's 
most travelled route safe for our­ 
selves and our visitors and will 
cost less in the final analysis.

Are the civil liberties handed us 
on a silver platter by our embattled 
ancestors to be lost by default in 
this generation to creeping F as­ 
cism ? 
Ane we, the inheritors of the proud 
tradition of individual liberty and 
freedom of conscience, so lost to 
reason and honor that we will stand 
idle while the Bill of Rights is 
gutted? 
Since World War II and the advent 
of McCarthyism, the very phrase 
“ civil liberties” 
has become in 
many quarters two of the dirtiest 
words in our language.

ed from society, even before a case 
is settled? 
Does this predict a time in the 
near future when a man accused in 
a cause repugnant to popular opinion 
will be unable to obtain counsel, 
and thus be denied justice, because 
the legal profession will shy from 
the presumption of guilt by asso cia­ 
tion? 


You say this is nonsense? 
Yet 
these are the implications plainly 
and boldly written in the action of 
the New Jerse y Senate majority.

NIGHT PEOPLE 


It looks as if the day people have 
won again against the night people. 
Jean Shepherd, patron saint of the 
night people, who talks and only 
occasionally 
plays records over 
WOR, New York, from I to 5:30 
a. rn., seven days a week, is going 
off the air August 13 because night 
people apparently don’t buy things. 


* * * 
Shepherd more or less invented 
the term night people and day people 
and frequently on his four-and-a- 
half-hour nightly talkathon defines 
them. 
“ There’s a great body of 
people who flower at night, who 
feel night is their time. 
Night is 
the time people truly become in­ 
dividuals because all the familiar 
things are dark and done, all the 
restrictions on freedom are re­ 
moved. 
Many artists work at night 
— it is peculiarly conducive to 
creative work. 
Many of us attuned 
to night are not artists but are 
embattled against the official, or­ 
ganized, righteous day people who 
are 
completely 
bound 
by 
their 
switchboards and their red tape.’’ 
Day people, he says, invented red 
tape because they feel secure in it, 
because then they can blame not 
themselves but the system. “ Night 
people like the quiet darkness; day 
people are terrified at suddenly 
becoming individuals, afraid to let 
the mind probe into unknown areas.” 
If you listen to Shepherd any length. 
of time, you will find the night people 
definitely feel persecuted by the day 
people and get their biggest thrill 
when, if only for a moment, they 
can win a victory over them. Shep­ 
herd may tell a story of his army 
days when a recruit, bored by physi­ 
cal training exercises, just walked 
off into a swamp, followed shortly 
by forty-five others, a revolt against 
authority deeply satisfying the night 
people. 
Biggest coup of the night people — 
and Shepherd — was to invent a book 
which was designed to shake the faith 
of the day people in their “ lists,” 
their regimented lives. 
Out of 
hundreds of suggested titles, he 
picked, "I, Libertine.” 
The non­ 
existent author was named F reder­ 
ick R. Ewing, “ because it sounded 
official.” 
Ewing even acquired a 
background — Oxford graduate, for­ 
m er ' ‘Manchester Guardian” cor-’ 
respondent, who had once delivered 
talks on the BBC on 18th Century 
Erotica. 
During the war Ewing 
was stationed on a mine-sweeper 
in the North Atlantic, “ because all 
British officers were on minesweep­ 
ers in the North Atlantic during the 
w ar.” 
* * * 
Presently night people began bad­ 
gering book clerks for “ I, Lib­ 
ertine” 
by Frederick R. Ewing 
(ghost written by Theodore Stur­ 
geon and Jean Shepherd) will be 
published the middle of next month. 
Quite a coup for the night people. 
When not talking about “ I, Lib­ 
ertine,” Shepherd may muse about 
how difficult it would be to explain 
Coney Island to an anthropologist 
from Venus. (It would be even more 
difficult to explain Shepherd) about 
the vital role played by the Flexible 
Flyer in America’s cultural renais­ 
sance, or about supersonic com­ 
m ercials which are inaudible but 
which suddenly drive you out to buy 
Copenhagen schnapps in the middle 
of the night. 
"This. is WOR. We have records,” 
he says from time to time, but you’re 
not likely to hear much music. 
Fragments of jazz — very good 
jazz, too — suddenly pop in without 
introduction or explanation, but they 
are soon succeeded by Shepherd 
whose gift for uninterrupted mono­ 
logue is one of the wonders of the 
world. 
What he talks about would drive a 
psychiatrist to another psychiatrist. 
He’ll tell you about having “ the 
monkey on his back” for papaya 
juice, about how, when “ the tiger 
which lurks just below the surface 
in all of us,” got to raging in him, 
he would quiet himself by invading
